AMERICANS WIN 
BIG CONTRACT 


White & Co. to Build Inter- 
Urban Railways In Great 
Britain.

London, May 1!3.—Another big English 


electrical contract has just gone to an 


American firm. It is for the construc- 
tion and equipment of the overhead 
trolley Hne of the Dundee, Broughty 
Ferry and District Tramways Company, 
in Scotland. This is the first inter-urban 
electrical railway to be built in the Unit. 
ed Kingdom which parallels a steam 
railway; it runs for its whole length 
alongside the Caledonian and North 
British railway. J. G. White & Co, 
of New York and London, secured the 
contract for $500,000.

St. Petersburg, May !3.—From a diplo- 
matic source your correspondent secured 
a literal translation of General Drago- 
miroff’s letter to the czar on Russia’s 
chance to win. 

After hauling over the coals every one 
of Nichotas’ ministers, past and vresent, 
and branding them as incompetents or 
scoundrels, or both, the fighting general 
says: 

“If the minister of the interior can as- 
sure your majesty, on his honor and con- 
science, that further efforts for recruit- 
ing will be unattended by riots;

HOW MUNICIPAL OWNERSEIP IMPROVES IGod’s_ Greatest 
~LONDON’S STREET RAILWAY SERVICE | kev. c. w. Brownback, a - 
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By Maurice Evans.

ONDON, May !3.—It is about eight 

3 years since London began to do that 

which Chicago has just decided to 
fo—run its street railways itself. Every- 
body has heard of this latest evidence 
of the progresstveness of the metropolis 
of the west. But so quietly does the 
metropolis of the world set about doing 
big things that many of its own inhabit- 
ants are unaware that the London county 
council not only owns, but manages the 
greater part of its street railway—or 
“tramways,” as they are here called. 

Counted as single track, there are now 
185 miles of street railways in London. 
Of these, the county council—which is, 
of course, the governing body of tha 
metropolis—has purchased 156 miles. T- 
operates !37 miles. The other 48 miles 
were leased to the original company from 
whom they had been bought, because the 
Jess enterprising of the local polttical par- 
ties then in control imagined that the 
county council had “bitten off more than 
it could chew.’’ It has been proved that 
that was a mistaken notion, and the coun- 
ci' is now considering a measure to buy 
out the unexpired four years of the lease 
for something lke $600,000, In any 
event, according to “the terms of the 
Oharters granted private companies still 
operating street railways in London, a'l 
these limes will have to be turned over 
to the city before the end os tg9!f!. Lon- 
don willsthen own and operate all its 
tramways. It is the intention, by the ad- 
dition of new lines, to link tnem together 
in one comprehensive system and intro- 
duce electric traction throughout. At 
present, the city has only some twenty- 
six miles of double track Iines Operated 
by electricity, and that has been onen 
for less than two years. 

The highways committee, of which J. 
Allen Baker is chairman, has charge of 
the London county council’s tramwiyes. 
Mr. Baker is an experienced engineer, 
Tis paft several visits to America and 
has made a study of the street railway 
system of its leading cities. Among other 
things he has learnea wiere to submit to 
being interviewed with a good grace, 

London’s Experience. 

“t,ondon’'s experience,’’ he said, “* {s °u?] 
of encouragement for Chicago or any 
other American city that may under- 
take to run own street railways 
The municipalization of our tramways. 
as far as it has gone, has Yyeen an un- 
qualified success. During the first stx 
vears of their working they nanded over 
nearly $1,500,000 in relief of the rates, 
G@md paid another $1,500,000 on the debt 
@entracted by their purchase. We did not 
contribute anything to the rates last year 
owing to the heavy cost of reconstruction, 
but we carried forward a credit balance 
of over $90,000. 

“This year’s workings have been more 
gratifying than ever. During the last 
geix months we have carried over 65,099,- 
000 passengers On our electric cars—near- 
ly as many as were carried —during the 
first twelve months that they were in 
operation—and the receipts from them 
have amounted to over $1,410,000. Haid 
we been able to produce our own cur- 
rent, instead of having to purchase from 
various electrical companies, we should 
have had an extra provsit of about $225,-

London, May 13.—“A rough diary and 
painful record of events showing whe* 
has occurred in what should be one of 
the happiest homes. This is only a sam- 
ple of what has been going on for the 
last two or three years, and which I, as 
a husband and father, did my best to 
remedy.” 

The above appears on the first page of 
a daily record of the later years of his 
married life written by a man who, a few 
days ago, at a London police court, was 
charged with attempted suicide. The 
four manuscript volumes unfold a terri- 
ble tale of human misery, and afford a 
vivid illustration of the horrors of a 
home cursed with a drinking mother. 

The man, before his health broke down, 
owing to continual worry, was a splen- 
did workman, and was devotedly attach- 
ed to his home and family. The inces- 
sant strain, however, cost him his rea- 
son, and shortly after his release from 
a lunatic asylum he found himself 
charged with attempted suicide. 

The first entry in the diary is pathetic 
indeed: ‘‘Thursday.—Funeral of poor old 
Dad. Wife helpless on my return!’’ The 
next day four words only were written: 
“As bad as ever!’’ 

Promises of Reform. 

On the Saturday, in answer to his ap- 
peals, the woman “faithfully promises me 
she will never obtain another drop with- 
out my consent.’”’ But the following 
Tuesday the distracted husband found 
bottles of gin and brandy secreted under 
a couch and under the bed. In his diary 
he invokes ‘“‘the aid of God—as I have 
done many times’’—to know wnat to do. 

Day after day, week after week, month 
after month, entries like the following 
appear: 

“Got up as usual, and had to light 
fire. Had a mouthful standing up, and 
rushed to catch my train. Left fhe uear 
little ones to do or get on as best, they 
could, as they have often had to do be-

WILL TOTAL 3,200. CARS 


This Estimate Is for Peaches and 
Cantaloupes—Estimate Less Than » 
Last Year, but Exceeds Any 
Previous Year in the 
States History. 


growers prove acourate the peagh crop 
this year will be approximately three- 
fifths measured in cars, that of. the 
movement of last year. This does not 
mean that the money return may not 
be as great as it was last year, for it is 
probable the higher price the fruit will 
bring in the northern market will mean 
as great a net return for those.who have 
good crops. As it stands now, the ¢n- 
dicated car movement wiil be about 3,- 
200, as against 5,000 for 1904. 

This estimate igs not final, but it: 1s 
definite as. far as it goes. It is based 
upon the reports received at southeastern 
headquarters of the Armour refrigerator 
car lines from individual growers in all 
parts of fe § state. The figures here 
given inclu®s not only peaches, but’ can- 
taloupes. While this latter industry does 
not bring nearly as many cars as 
peaches, it is an important factor in 
fhe refrtmerator car movement, as the 
cantaloupe crop must be moved at about 
the same time as the peach crop. 

Estimate Considered Conservative. 

It is to be hope@ the growers have not 
made the mistake of underestimating 
their crops. Should it prove that they 
have done so, there is danger of trou- 
ble such as has just been experienced 
by the strawberry growers of North 
Carolina. The car companies, of course, 
Stand ready to furnish all the cars de- 
manded for the movement of the fruit 
crops as it is to their interest to get the 
business. But in South Carolina the 
berry crop proved a “bumper’’ crop, far 
in excess of the indicated demand as 
expressed by the growers In their esti- 
mates sent the car companies, and the 
result was that owing to the unlooked 
for Gevelopments, the growers were un- 
able to secure cars iast enough.

The Shipments in 1897 amounted to 
something over 100 cars. In 1898, how- 
ever, thé shipment in refrigerator cars 
jumped f> a@ total of 2,000 cars. That 
year, the first great year in the history 
of the Industry, the shipments covered 
a W.sue territory. This comprised al- 
most the entire line of the Central from 
Macdn to Albany, between Fort Valley 
and -Coiumbus, Americus and Columbus 
and Macon to Atlanta; the Georgia rail- 
road section between Macon and Au- 
gusta,” including Culverton, Mayfield, 
Sparta and Thomson; the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida between Macon and Tif- 
ton; the’ Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
road between Macon ‘and Dupblin; ‘the 
Wrightsville and Tennillé in -what is 
known as the Chester section; the South- 
ern between Fort Valley and Atlanta. 

Gave Great Stimulus. 

The success of that year naturally led 
to, the planting of orchards along many 
other ‘lines of railroad. THis was the 
case dlong what is now the Seaboard in 
the s«mericus and Richtand districts. 
along’ the line of the Southern, and alsa 
that of the Western and Atlantic north 


of Atlanta; along the Chattanooga South-’ 


ern and the Chattanooga, Rome ani 
Southerh division of the Central; and 
afong the pouthern main lime about 
Gainesville and Mt. Airy. Since then 
there hasbeen a heavy development in 
other parts of the state, notably along 
the Louisville and Nashville’s Mariet- 
ta and North Georgia division, and in- 
deed, in all parts of the state. 

Each year brings the Armour head- 
quarters’ reports of some important new 
shipping point. There has, to illustrate, 
beer an important addition to the grow- 
ing section along the Seaboard in the 
Eloerton and Middleton districts. Last 
year Middleton shipped less than ten 
cars; this year the report from there 
shows a demand -:for 50 cars and per- 
haps more, 

In some sections the damage done by 
the late freeze was very considerable. In 
others the growers feel unable as yet to 
measure its full effect. Undoubtedly the 
total shipment for the state has been 
considerably reduced, but a good many 
growers feel that perhaps the loss in 
quantity will be made up by improvement 
in quality. That is, of course, where the 
freeze nipped some of the buds, but did 
‘not kill all the fruit on the tree. How- 
ever, it cannot yet be told whether this 
estimate is correct. The man whoSe en- 
tire crop was destroyed, as it was in 
some cases, can get small comfort out of 
the situation. 

Of the Georgia crop, approximately 65 
per cent is made up of the famed El- 
bertas. The other 35 per cent is made 
up for the most part of varieties matur- 
‘ing earlier, 

Cantaloupes Coming to the Front. 

While the peach crop. has been going 
| ahead by leaps and bounds since the 
| day when adequate and proper transpor- 
{tation facilities were first introduced, the 
Cantaloupe industry has developed rapid- 
jly under the same fostering care. This 
| industry started in southwest Georgia 
about 1896, but was at first in the nature 
\of an experiment. From a few experi- 
'mental cars shipped by express, the in- 
dustry has extended all over the southern 
‘Part of the state, and with fair weather 


‘conditions this year, there should be not 
(less than 700 or 800 cars shipped from 
ithe section between Albany and Valdos- 
|ta. What this means to Georgia can be 
gathered from the fact that Georgia can- 
|taloupes have frequently brought as high 
as $1,600 a car at the loading station, 
The Georgia output now equals that of 
the famous Rocky Ford section of Colo- 
|\rado. This is a crop calling for the very 
| best possible refrigeration service, as it 
ihas to be hauled with great care and 
delicacy. Growers in this state have no 
difficulty im selling their «Grops at the 
ishipping point, if they grow the right 
| sort of siock. Everything depends upon 
‘proper handling in retrigerator cars. Since 
;this has been assured, the cantaloue busi- 
|ness has increased very rapidiy in the 
j}tavored section, and is branching over 
| into other sections.

The opinion of Attorney General 
Moody, to the effect that congress 
cannot place the rate-making power 
in the hands of a court, ought to sim- 
plify the campaign for proper rail- 
road regulation to the extent, at 
least, of eliminating from further con- 
sideration such complicated legisia- 
tion as was embodied in the bill the 
republicans forced through the house 
of representatives at the last session 
of congress. This opinion means that 
the proposed “commerce court,” with 
1s possibilities of red tape and delay, 
can no longer be seriously consid- 
ered. 

If President Roosevelt and the re- 
publican legislators are honest in the 
protestations they have been making, 
they will now be found supporting 
the democratic contention in favor of 
interstate commerce 
commission the power to determine 
what the maximum rate in any case 
shall be. This is the simple, straight- 
forward and direct method of secur- 
ing proper railroad rate regulation. 

There can be no question that the 
power to fix rates lies in congress, 
and there can be no further question 
of the right of congress to transfer 
that power to the interstate com- 
commission. Whether the 
commission, as now constituted, can 
oe relied upon to exercise this power 
fairly and judiciously is beside the 
question; if this commission is not 
a body worthy of respect and confi- 
dence, there will be no difficulty in 
getting one that is. 

President A. B. Stickney,

associates. Other leading railroad 
men keep talking in general terms 
about the desire of the railroads to 
cooperate with the government in 
curing the existing abuses, but al- 
most to a man they have cried out 
that federal regulation of rates would 
be a danger to the republic. Presi- 
dent Stickney, howevr, disagrees with 
his fellows. He has filed with the 
senate committee on interstate com- 
merce a statement in favor of giving 
the interstate commerce commission 
power to fix rates. Mr. Stickney says 
that this body would be the most 
satisfactory arbiter possible; and he 
disagrees entirely with those other 
railroad men who seem to view with 
hely horror the suggestion that, after 
the interstate commerce commission 
has determined that a

The first step in the solution is to 
recognize as fundamental] the fact that 
ali there is of value in the aggregate! 
known as the nation receives its vitatity | 
from the leaven in the estate sovereign- 
ty which forms the basis of 
growth. 

The demand for “individual opportuni- 
ty’ and the promotion of “proprietor- 
ship in private property” are the jewels | 
of thought which ought to be carefully 
iurtured, thoroughly digested, and ecf- 
fectively assimilated by the people. Is 
there a remedy, practical and potent, 
within reach and available? Money is 
the lever that moves the world. The 
law, Which is the edict of the state sov- 
ereignty, recognizes the right to compen- 
sation. What may thus be legally de- 
randed for the use of money in produc- 
tive enterprise is invariably added to 
the cost of production and paid for by 
the consumer. If the amount so paid is 
in excess of the annual increase in na- 
tional] wealth, then the law fosters cen- 
tralization, closes the door of opportun!- 
ty and antagonizes effort to secure pro- 
prietorship in private property. 

The facts, based upon reliable etatis- 
tied. go to show that the annual increase 
in national wealth is much less than the 
legal rates of interest on borrowed 
money, the aggregate of which, repre- 
sented by notes and bonds and other 
evidences of indebteiness, is perilously 
near the total estimated value of our 
national] wealth. It is conceded, or 
ought to be, that the producer of this 
wealth ig entitled to and ought to be 
protected in his equitable share of the 
wealth of which he is a factor in the 
production. If this is secured to the 
producer, it would result in placing the 
legal rates of interest on borrowed 
money below the annual increase in 
natiional wealth. If this is true, the 
Jever of centralization, now recognized 
by law, universal in its operation, ig si- 
lently disrupting the very foundations 
of the republic. ; 

The legal] rates of interest now in force 
in the severa)] states range from 6 per 
cent to 10 per cent per annum, and these 
rates enter promptly into the cost of 
production, solely for the benefit of the 
capital class at the expense of the 
producing and consuming classes.

New York, May 13.—(Special.j)—Just at 
the moment President Roosevelt is re- 
ceiving a great deal of attention in Wall 
street, because of fears as to the next 
heads that he will hit in the business 
world. The president's independence is 
commonly regarded as a “bear’’ point on 
business, and some cogent criticisms 
were heard this week in regard to his 
ailegeq lack of business training. It is, 
of course, not judicions to give publicity 
to them. They emanate from those who 
ére looking around for some one to blame 
for the setback in stocks, and the chief 
executive is a convenient personality to 
whom they attach the responsibility. 
They claim to have made the discovery 
that the president does not make his own 
investments, but employs a shrewd busi- 
bess relative to do this for him. Com- 
menting on this, one Wall street man 
asked what evidence there was that the 
Fresident ever made any successful in- 
vestments through his own efforts. Wall 
street has reports that some of his ef- 
ss were the reverse of successful. Fol-

They are mixed with mo- 
tives which are the converse of disin- 
terestedness., Banking interests spend 
much of their time trying to guess the 
next step that the president will take and 
it is not far from the truth to say that 
his independence is a good deal of a 
handicap to them. Guessing is always 
unsatisfactory at the best, and is sub- 
ject to chilling surprises. The occur- 
rences which are possible in the way of 
legislation during the extra and the next 
regular sessions are quite apt to upset 
many calculations of Wall street. Hence 
the disposition of financtfers to proceed 
with caution and not take anything for 
granted. They have had an extended 
boom, have divided a big pot of money, 
and they are inclined to rest on their 
oars fora time. The pools and the pup- 
lic who bought the stocks at a higher 
level will do the worrying. 

There is Hable to be quite a mix-up 
over the stock sales tax, wh@m it be- 
comes effective on June !. Of course, it 
will be straightened out in time, but for 
the first few days a good deal of con- 
fusion is expected. There is said to be 
nothing in the law which compels the 
seller of stocks to buy stamps to affix 
to his certificates. Supposing corpora- 
tions refuse to make the transfer of cer- 
tificates which do not carry stamps? If 
a transfer is demanded and the individ- 
ual went/to the courts under masdamus 
nroceedibgs the stock egertifeates might 
be tied up for An indefiréze time. Wese 
are merely suggestions of what may oc- 
cur. A dozen other contingencies might 
be suggested. The stock exchange will 
urdoubtedly make a rulfng which will re- 
quire uniformity on the part of all mem- 
bers ang others will probably be govern- 
ed by similar procedure. What is of 
more interest to brokers is what effect 
this tax of $2 on each 100 shares of 
stock sold will have on their business and 
te what extent business will be diverted 
to other cities. Many of them are pre- 
paring to engage actively in business on 
the exchanges of other cities, which gives 
a@ pretty good idea of what they expect. 

The recent strength of Northern Securi- 
ties and Northern Pacific stocks bore evi- 
Gence of the scarcity of outstanding cer- 
tificates of both companies, during the 
course of the winding up of Northern Se- 
curities assets. Pending these develop- 
ments it has been easy for market oper- 
ators to run prices up without fear that 
they would be compelled to buy from 
many who wefe attracted by the attrac- 
tive offers. The bears would not risk 
going short, after their disastrous experi- 
ence in the Northern Pacific panic. Thus 
these stocks have served an excellent pur- 
pose in stimulating the general stock 
market which, in these times, needs a 


leader. 
They Follow Earmarks. 

In times of professional stock markets 
Nke the present traders frequently make 
some very profitable “turns” by following 
recognized “earmarks.” The novice would 
see nothing in them, but even the largest 
operators cannot manipulate prices all the 
time without leaving “tracks behind 
them which the experienced speculators 
can frequently make use of to advantage 
What are some of these signs? The most 
obvious ones are the movements of recog- 
nized “leaders’ on the list of stocks. Two 
of these stocks are Union Pacific and 
Northern Securities. Northern Pacific has 
also become 4 handy weathervane of the 
course of the market. When Northern 
Securities runs upward violently nowa- 
days traders pass the word along to buy 
other active stocks for, say. ! to 2 
points; then hurry to take profits before 
the market declines. If they are quick 
about ft they can get out with 1-2 or 
3-4 point profit, which is $50 to $75 on a 
hundred shares—a pretty good thing in 
. these dull days. A room trader who 
‘ ewings’” 1,000 to 5,000 shares can com- 

fortably make $500 to $1/,000 a day— 
which is not to be despised. He does 
this by following the signs. When 

“Jakey” Field, one of the most success- 
ful operators, came in a few days ago 
and bid up Northern Pacific violently, and 
then offered to pay 168 for 5,000 shares 
of this stock in a single block—an ad- 
vance of 10 points above the price pre- 
yailing a few minutes befere, speculators 
immediately went short of many other 
active stocks, which had had a modest 
rally. The theory was that Northern 
Pacific was merely being bid up serve 
as a cover under which to liquidate other 
stocks. This proved to be the case. Be- 
fore the day was over, Northern Pacific 
was back at 1/80 again. Field did not

This is often 
taken as an opportunity to go short of 
the market. Three times out of four re- 
cently traders have guessed right when 
they sold stocks short after a strong 
London market for American stocks. An- 
other sign is the marking up of “spe- 
cialties’’ such ag American Smelting, 
Amalgamated Copper and Colorado Fuel— 
such as occurred in the middle of the 
week. Traders said ft meant these were 
being put up so the big people could 
sell other stocks. So the traders tried a 
hand at {it themselves and went short 
of the grangers. They made a neat profit, 
for the latter declined the same day. 
There are merely examples of the “ear- 
marks’’ which tell speculators which way 
the “game” ig going. Still, traps are 
frequently set for them, and the methods 
of manipulating prices are so varied that 
it is not always safe to follow the signs. 
It is far easier to interpret the market 
during a professional season than Wen 
banking interests are in control Just at 
present the latter are giving scarcely 
any attention to it.

COTTON—Since last Saturday the mar- 
ket has been rather a seesaw affair—up 
{O then down 10 points, with the general 
trend of prices upward. There was a gov- 
ernment report issued on Monday, which 
Showed considerable backwardness in 
Planting the new crop, and on account of 
heavy rains throughout the belt much 
damage wag reported from different sec- 
tions.

Many large operators 
have become bullish on this outlo¢s, 
when taken with the prospegtive con- 
sumption.

“Tne most notable features of the offi- 
cial statement of the New York associ- 
ated’ banks last week were an increase 
instead of the looked for contraction in 
loans; a moderate loss of cash; an in- 
crease in deposits and consequently in 
the reserve requirements, and a decrease 
in the surplus reserve very nearly cor- 
responding in amount with the previous 
week’s gain in this item. The increase 
of $7,595,006 in loans was chiefly due 
to syndicate operations, two banks 
alone showing $6,400,000 of this expan- 
sion. The requirements for speculation 
on the stock excnange were much too 
small because of general market depres- 
sion to account for any augmentation in 
borrowing. The loss of $436,400 in cash 
resulted almost wholly from subtreasury 
operations incident to the surrender of 
public funds in anticipation of the ma- 
turity on Monday of this week of the 
tirst installment, amounting to $14,250)- 
000 of the call issued on April 5 for 
$29,000,000 of government deposits. Had 
it not been for this treasury operation 
the banks would have shown a gain in 
cash as tne result of the inter-bank 
movement and also of receipts of new 
gold by assay office checks. Deposits 
were increased %6,32!1,800, which amount 
was less by $236,800 than the sum of 
the increase in loans less the loss of 
cash; therefore the settlement did not 
prove. The required reserve was aug- 
mented Hy $1,580,450, which added to 
tne loss of cash made $2,016,850 as the 
decrease in surplus reserve to $16,712,- 
575. Computed upon the basis of de- 
posits, less those of $15,734,200 public 
tunds, the surplus is $20,646,125. It may 
be noted that as the result of this week's 
surrenders of public funds the holdings 
of such deposits by the New York 
banks will be reduced to about $10,000,-

Proposition Was Opposed—Mayor 
Will Continue To Appoint City 
Warden and Idosnse Inspec- 
tor—-Ordinance Commit- 
tee Agrees. 


Twe important matters were consider- 
ed by the ordinance committee of coun- 
cil yesterday. The enlargement of the 
liquor limits so as to include sections in 
the neighborhood of the new union de- 
pot received the indorsement of the com- 
mittee, but an adverse report will be 
made on the ordinance taking the ap- 
pointments of the olty warden and li- 
cénse inspector out of the mayor's hands. 

In the first instance, the police com- 
mittee met with the ordinance commit- 
tee and likewise gave its unanimous ap- 
proval to the proposition to enlarge the 
liquor limits, : 

This matter was first taken up. There 
were quite a number of citizens present 
to oppose the extension. This delegation 
was headed by Rev. Frank Eakes, pastor 
of Wesley Memorial church, who acted 
as spekesman. The objections offered 
were not to the sale of liquor in the 
locality in question, but to the general 
prepesition of extending the limits of the 


territory in which liquor may be sold. | 


None of the property owners in the dis- 
trict atNected offered objection and both 
committees were a unit in favoring the 
extension. 

It is proposed to allow the sale of 
liquor on the east side of Madison ave- 
nue from Alabama street to a distance 
of 100 feet from Mitchell street and in 
the depot building itself. The latter pro- 
vision was to include the station cafe. 

When the ordinance making the offices 
of warden and license inspector elective 
by council was taken up by the ordi- 
nance committee, Mayor Woodward 
spoke in opposition and Councilman Car- 
ter in support of the measure. 


Slap at the Mayor. 

“The law has been standing just as it 
is now for years,” said the mayor, ‘‘and 
it has worked well. Both these officers 
should have some one in authority to in- 
spect their workings. They both have 
more or less arbitrary power and might 
exercise it unwisely If the whole coun- 
cll was their only superior, for what is 
everybedy’s business ig nobody’s busi- 
ness. 

“The fact that this thing was brought 
up just at this fime Yooks very much 
like a slap at me and the people of the 
city are taking this view of it. At least 
tw> hundred substantial citizens have 
told me fhat.” 

Councilman Carter, in reply, said that 
it made no difference to him if two thou- 
sand or ten thousand citizens construed 
the ordinance to be a personal matter. 

“The personal feature does not enter 
into my hand at all,”’ he said. “I believe 
that this ordinance is fer the best inter- 
ests of the city, and I shall favor it 
despite the contrary opinions of any one, 
though I have no doubt that they are 
just as sincere in their views as I am in 
mine. 

“But if I had wanted to take a slap at 
the mayor, I might have done it best 
when he was out of the city and I was 
asked to introduce this ordinance. I knew 
then that some eighteen members of 
council were ready and willing to vote 
for it, but I refused to introduce it be- 
cause I said that it wouldn't be fair to 
the mayor. 

“My stand {gs that we should do away 
with patronage and the appointing power 
in these two cases is simply patronage, 
putting the matter in plain English. 
We're al] human, and I make no dis- 
tinctions or discriminations concerning 
any mayor past, present or future, when 
I say that the members of council should 
elect the warden and license inspector 
just as they elect other officers of the 
city. The system should be unlform. 

“I would favor the ordinance even 
though the mayor should state publicly 
that he would appoint both the incum- 
bents. It is the change in the law and 
no personal interests that I favor, for I 
believe that the good of the city demands 
that the law should be changed.’’ 

The committee, however, voted unani- 
mously to send in an adverse report, 
qualifying this with the suggestion that 
the law should be so far amended and 
to have ail appointments to these offices 
made by the mayor lie over in council 
for one meeting before being confirmed 
or rejected by that body. This proposed 
amendment is to give council members 
time to inquire into the fitness of ap- 
pointees and to a§$ow any opposition to be 
heard.

inspector of the United States immigra- 
tion service, who is having trouble with 
officials of the Austro-Hungarian gov- 
ernment, whom he charges with tamper- 
ing with his official mail. Inspector 
Braun complained of his treatment to 
Ambassador Storer, 
day to the state department some de- 
talls of the case. 

Inspector Braun has made several re- 
ports to the bureau of immigration as 
a result of his inquiries in Europe, espe- 
cially in Austria-Hungary. One of these 
reports was received by the department 
last autumn and another a few days ago. 

The first is sensational in its state- 
ments. It contains allegations, backed 
by affidavits, of the Austro-Hungarian 
government's efforts to foist upon this 
country immigrants who may not be de- 
sirable from the viewpoint of the Amer- 
ican people. The charge is made spe- 
ciflically that the Austro-Hungarian 
government is paying the steamship com- 
panies large sums each year to bring im- 
migrants to this country and also that 
the immigrants are being urged to be- 
come American citizens. 

The reports of Inspector Braun have 
not been published, lest the statements 
they contain might cause friction be- 
tween the United States and the Austro- 
Hungarian government. The officials of 
the latter government have been cogni- 
zant, in a general wav, of the contents 
of Inspector Braun's reports for some 
time, and it is intimated that Is one rea- 
son for the trouble in which he now 
finds himself involved. 

The president today called for the re- 
ports of Inspector Braun and will g0 
over them himself in connection with the 
consideration of the inspector’s present 
difficulty. Tampering with the nrail of

rious matter and there is no disposition 
on the part of the officials of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor to treat 
the complaint of Inspector Braun lightly.

Team Owners Have Caused Crisis 
by Refusing To Observe Boy- 
cott—Mayor Dunne Greatly 
Troubled by the Sit- 
uation. 


Chicago, May 13.—The strike of the 
_t®amsters is expected to spread rapidiy 
during the next week. At a meeting held 
tonight between the tearmsters‘ joint coun-

| sentatives of the team owners’ associa-

tives of the teamsters that the condition

0 THE EQUAL 


Has Absolute Faith in Proper 
Disposal of Present Matters, 


Insurance Expert Is in Atlanta for 
a Few Days, and Gives His Views 
Upon the Affairs of the 
Equitable Life Assu- 
rance Society.

not alone known for his own attainments 
and achievements, but also for the active 
interest he has taken in the charitable 
and commercial welfare of Atlanta. Max 
Cohen, of Washington, D. C., a recog- 
nized expert in insurance matters, was 
seen yesterday and gave an interview of 
interest and importance regarding the 
present, past and future of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society of New York, a 
corporation which has been much before 
the public eye during the past few 
weeks. 

Mr. Cohen is widely kg0wn both as the 
editor of ‘“‘Views,’’ a monthly journal 
published in Washington, D. C., and also 
for his long and vigorous championing of 
federal supervision of insurance corpora- 
tions. While Mr. Cohen has no connec- 
tion with the Equitable, he has devoted 
much time to the study of its history and 
the principles involved in the present 
controversy. His absolute faith in the

| proper disposa] of the matters in ques- 


tion, his sincere belief that from the very 
first the object of the founder, the late 
Henry B. Hyde, was for a mutualization 
of this society, and the certainty that the 
interests of every policy holder will be 
properly and judiciously cared for, are 
facts brought out in the interview in 


words Teaving no chance for discussion or | 


doubt. 

“The interest of every policy holder in 
the Equitable Life,’’ began Mr. Cohen, 
‘is absolutely safe. Its assets and sur- 
plus are more than enough to meet each 
and all of its maturing obligations in 
the years to come. There is no cause for 
alarm. I do not believe any great diffi- 
culty will be encountered in finally mak- 
ing the Equitable Life a purely mutual 
company. The property rights of the 
stockholders are positively stated by the 
charter for only an annual interest of 7 
per cent. While I realize that this stock 
holding confers the power to elect«direc- 
tors and enables the latter to exercise a 
potent influence in the financial affairs 
and investments of the company, it fs but 
justice to state, despite the unproven 
charges of great profits made by what is 
termed the ’Hyde syndicate,’ that the 
great bulk of the society’s Investments 
are of a solid naure and fair interest 
earning power. If anything, these invest- 
ments are decidedly conservative rather 
than otherwise.”’ 

As: still further reasons for warranting 
perfect confidence on the pass of che 
policy holders in the society, Editor Cohen 
continued: 

“tT have absolute faith that the ferth- 
coming report of the insurance depart- 
ment of the great state of New York, 
which is now engaged in making a search- 
ing and thorough examination of the 
entire internal and financial conditions of 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society, will 
also prove a happy medium and an in- 
fluentia} factor in securing a satisfactory 
solution of the prime causes which have 
created the factional fight.”’ 

Deplores Bringing of Suits. 

Fdaffsr Cohen particularly regretted the 
efforts of certain policy holders who were 
being frightened or made uneasy on ac- 
count of the sensational and false reports 
sent out, in bringing suits. 

“With assets and surplus more than 
sufficient to meet all obligations,’ he 
said, “it seems to me that this practice 
on the part of some of the policy holders 
is the work or some lawyers looking for 
a fee rather than the taking of legal 
steps on account of any other incentive. 

ith the matter now in the handg of the 
insurance department of the state of 
New York, the investigation is certain to 
be thorough, and the report one on which 
every policy holder can rely absolutely. 
It deprecated the bringing of any suits 
against the Equitable, as the amount of 
money required to fight these suits in the 
courts will virtually have to be paid by 
its policy holders, In other words, in 
bringing suits when simply charges have 
been made, and with no substantiation of 
these charges from any thorough Iinvesti- 
gation, the policy holders are simply 
hurting themselves by not only paying 
the fees of the lawyers engaged, but by 
increasing the expenses to a great amount 
in the Equitable Society in which they 
have active interests. 

“To my mind, the federal] supervision of 
insurance corporations is a part of the 
near future. With the same control] in 
these matters as are those applied to 
railroad and banking interests, the policy 
holder would always feel certain that in 
case of any reported chaotic conditions, 
his interests would certainly be cared 
for by Uncle Sam. As, however, federal 
regulation of insurance is as yet not a 
reality, I believe it to be the truest in- 
terests of all concerned that from now on 
the insurance department of the state of 
New York should be left free and un- 
trammeled in its task of making a 
searching examination into the affairs of 
the Equitable Life. No matter what may 
be the nature of the wrangle and strife 
among the officers, directors and stock- 
hoiders of the society; no matter if, as 
go freely circulated by some sensationa] 
newspapers, the battle cry of each camp 
is ‘no quarter,” let us first have the offi- 
cial examination before further adding to 
the mix-up. No doubt need be entertain- 
ed but that this department will probe 
deep, shield no one and agree upon giv- 
ing the policy holders the undoubted 
lega] right to elect the majority of its 
directors. Both the charter and the very 
name of the ‘Equitable’ stands for this 


just contention. 
Will Adjust Differences. 

“While admitting that serious differ- 
ences exist among the officers and dl- 
rectors of the Equitable Life, there is 
yet every reason to believe that they 
are of a character to be adjusted by the 
properly constituted legal arm of the 
state. For this reason the attempts of 
some of the self-constituted policy hold- 
ers’ committees must be regarded as a 
misguided endeavor, tending to prevent 


ony, and to create distrust. Why? 
Because fi means a secret investigation 


by one faction as prosecutor and anoth- 


er a stribunal, and after all, the doors. 


There is in Atlanta today a personage | 
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the only feasible plan for restoring pop- 
ular confidence and esteem in this society 
is to give to its policy holders a pre- 
dominant representation therein? Why 
doubt that the discharge of President 
Alexander’s first duty is to them? No 
anxiety need be entertained but tha:, 
without fear, reserve or hesitation arising 
from mistaken notions of delicacy and 
forebearance, he will disclose to that de- 
partment every fact in his possession 
pertinent to the inquiry and to its find- 
ings, Also that this will be an investi- 
gation by daylight. The society's investi- 
gation committee, of which H. C. Frick 
is chairman, and the Crimmins commit- 
tee will certainly see to it that its work 
will be complete.”’ 

Editor Cohen's faith in the integrity, 
ability and faithfulness of President Alex- 


ander was proved in the high -tribute 
which he paid to both his reputation and 
his accomplishments. So far as any 
charges against President Alexander 
were concerned, Mr. Cohen stated that 
in the very bringing about of this plan 
of mutualization the president knew that 
every effort to prove any shortcomings 
on his part would be made, and that for 
this reason the effort would never have 
been instituted by him if there had been 
any possibility of finding in the records 
the least substantiation of them. He 
believed that President Alexander's mo- 
tives were inspired by no other than 
those of the highest sense of duty, and 
then only because hig official position 
dictated just such action, no matter how 
unpleasant, for the conscientious keeping 
of the trust placed in him as head of 
the society. 

In conclusion, Editor Cohen said: 

“It is not vainglorious to assert that 
in this business of life insurance the 
highest ideals shoujd prevail. Hence, 
when President Alexander and his fellow- 
officers petitioned the directors of

that of the conference of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association. There 
were six hundred women present—a num- 
ber quite large enough to compare with 
the congress’ eight hundred-and in this 
assembly there was never any difficulty 
in hearing what every speaker had to 
say, because there was complete quietude 
and order at every session. The wom- 
en in Detroit were no less full of pur- 
pose, of determination than the women 
in Washington6, but the purpose was 
different in kind, the determination was 
different in expression. 

“With the women in Washington, their 
congress was a diversion, an interest that 
was largely soOcial. With those at Detroit, 
their conference was one for more se- 
rious ends, and not particularly for their 
own enjoyment; ‘but for the good of 
themselves and the world of women. The 
women in Washington were an assembzly 
brilliant with plans and aims. Those in 
Detroit glowed rather with the fervor of 
feeling and enthusiasm in their case sup- 
plied the place of excitement in the 
other, 

“In Washington the Daughters of the 
American Revolution dedicated their new 
home—Continental hall—but in Detroit 
the association, too, had its own home, 
a handsome structure that cost $150,000, 
$80,000 of which was given by one wor- 
an. In this building the two thousand 


imembers have the advantages of a thor- 


ough association equipment from gymna- 
sium to cooking school, and a fine audi- 
torium, in which most of the conference 
sessions were held, meals being served 
the delegates in the excellent cafe. 

“I never saw such beautiful eyes as 
among the women of this conference, 
One of the speakers called attention to 
it, and there was no escaping the 'm- 
so deep and full of meaning 
were they.

“Attention was called at this confer- 
ence to the southern conference in Ashe- 
ville June 9-20, and the last attend-° 
ance of three hundred gouthern women 
we expect to have inefeased this year. 
A number of Atlanta people have ¢x- 
pressed their, jntention of going, and the 
fact that the conference headquarters 
this year will be Kenilworth Inn wili 
add to the attractiveness of the confer- 


ence.”

Defeated by the Railroads, 

The commission was appointed and at 
once entered into active correspondence 
with President Samuel Spencer, of the 
Southern railway; President J, W. 
Thomas, of the Nashville. Chattanooga 
and St. Louis; President John M. Egan. 
of the Central of Georgia, and the offi- 
cials of other lines entering the city. 
President Thomas and one of the other 
railroad presidents were the only ones 
who assented to the plans proposed in 
the act, while ‘President Spencer, Presi-’ 
dent Egan and President Wickersham. of 
the Atlanta and West Point, put their 
veto upon the scheme. In effect, they 
said they did not believe an adequate 
depot could be built upon the state’s 
property, but they were open to convie- 
tion, they said. 

Thereupon the commission employed a 
well known architect at an expense of 
$1,000 to make a preliminary report, aud 
to give an expert opinion as to whether 
it was possible to bulid an adequate 
depot on this site. He expressed the 
opinion that it could be done, but hi« 
views were -combatted by the railroad 
officials and their engineers. 


Legislation at an End. 

Finally at a meeting of the commia- 
sion, before which all of the railroad 
presidents appeared,.a full discussion of 
the matter was had, led by President 
Spencer on behalf of the railroads, and 
the result was that the Southern, the 
Central of Georgia and the Atlanta and 
West Point refused outright to accept 
the proposition of the state as contained 
in the act. As this consent was a nec- 
essary preliminary to proceeding with 
the work, this ended the matter and 
there was nothing further for the com- 
mission to do but to report to the leg- 
islature that it was, for this reason, 
powerless to proceed. 

The legislature took no further action 
in the matter, and thus all efforts on the 
part of the state to secure a new depot 
on its property came to an end. 

Immdeiately following this, plans were 
put on foot for the construction by the 
railroads of the present new union pas- 
senger station with what result is now 
well known.

Every naw and then we hear of some 
wonderful new tréatment which will, we 
are told, result in making a Methuselah 
of every stick of wood that comes under 
its benign operation, but wood decay, 
nevertheless, goes on unceasingly, Fire- 
proofing processes belong to the same 
eategory, and are just as numerous as 
the processes for giving long life to lum- 
ber under normal conditions of use. The 
main trouble here is not with the preser- 
vative processes; it is that they are not 
used nearly so generally as they should 
be. But severa] cities, taking a lesscn 
from the navy’s experience (and perhaps 
with the fact in mind that the fire loss 
in the United States last year was nearly 
$200,000,000) now require that wood work 
in public buildings shall be. fireproofed.

CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS AND THEIR GIFTS 
INTERESTINGLY AND INTELLIGENILY OUTLINED 


By Hon. S. E. Baldwin. 
In view of the interest locally which is

being evinced in regard to charity work | 
of a specific nature, the following article | 


which appeared in The Congregationlist | 


of recent issue will prove of much prac- 
tical interest. 

Mr. Baldwin is a judge of the supremo 
eourt of errors of Connecticut and pro- 
fessor of constitutional law of Yale unt- 
versity. He has been president of the 
American Bar Association. 


He says: 
“Most charitable institutions are largely 


dependent for their usefulness and sup- | 


port on what income they may receive 
year by year from voluntary contribu- 
tions. Their officers and managers are 
expected to do what they can to secure 
such gifts, and to apply such as may 
come in to the proper purpose. Every 
one of them stands in a fiduciary c:- 
pacity to the institution, and the board 
of trustees or directors who have general 
charge of its affairs occupies the pvsl- 
tlon of an agent. 
Precise Legal Iimitations. 

“The agency is generally one that 
created and principally defined by !aw. 
Few such institutions exist which have 
not a charter or corporate franchise d2- 
rived from the state. The law under 
which these grants are secured attaches 
certain conditions to them. One, com- 
monly, is that the affairs of the corpora- 
tion shall be under the control of a board 
of management consisting of a few of 
the corporate members. This board is 
elected by the corporators, but its fun- 
damental! powers and duties are ovre- 
scribed by the state. It is quite as much 
an agent of the state as an agent of the 
corporation. An individual can employ 
@n agent or not, in the transaction of 
his business, as he may prefer.

definite legal relation; they owe to it 
certain equitable duties: and the most 
honorable and moral thing which they 
an do is to perform them. 

“The first duty of an agent is to carry 
1 orders of his principal; the

rights. He can throw away his own 
money. His principal’s he cannot. 

“But rights of the principal, in the case 
of a charitable corporation, are also lim- 
ited as no ordinary individual’s are. 
corporation has only such rights as the 
law gives it. An individual can abandon 
one line of business for another of an en- 
tirely different kind at pleasure. <A cor- 
poration cannot. A society incorporated 
to maintain a hospital cannot spend its 
funds in supporting a church. 

Equality of All Before the Law. 

‘All charitable corporations are empow- 
ered to receive donations. They must re- 
ceive them through agents. They all 
have agents. authorized to receive thern. 
Oan these agents discriminate between 
those who offer to contribute to the ob- 
jects of the corporation, refusing to ac- 
cept gifts of some and taking those of 
others? 

The legal principles to which reference 
has been made show that they cannct, 
unless they have special authority to this 
effect from the corporation, nor unless in 
such case the corporation itself had the 
right under the law to grant the author- 
ity. 

“It is, to say the least, doubtful whether 
such a right under the law now belongs 
to any charitable corporation in ihe 
United States. The fundamental prin-i- 
ples of our constitutional system require 
the recognition of the equality of all be- 
fore the law. Every charitable corpora- 
tion is performing public service; otler- 
wise it is no’ entitled to its name. There 
is such a thing as a right to give, as well 
as a right to spend or to amass. It be- 
longs~to ‘Iffe, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.’ Can a public servant—and 
such is every charitable corporation—r-- 


after | 


fuse to accept an unconditional gift of- 
fered to it, to be expended for the public 
good in ‘ways which it was incorporated 
to promote? 

“It ds certain that In case of a testa- 
mentary bequest, made to it for such a 
purpose, a court of equity would either 
compe] its reception or appoint soine 
other trustee to take and administer it 
according to the purpose of the testato?-. 
If this be not done in case of a gift of- 
fered by a living person, it is because 
there can hardly be any necessary occa- 
sion for it. since he could himself select 
a better channe} for his charity. But, if 
it be assumed that a charitable corpora- 
tion could, without violation of law, dis- 
criminate between those offering to con- 
trfbute to its ftasury, would it be wis. 
and right to avall itself of that power? 

“CeTtainly it must be agreed by all that 
i+ ought not to be exercised in the refusal 
of any gift without good cause. 

Can the Corporation Decide? 

What shall be deemed such cause 
might, conceivably, be determined: by 
|the corporation. through marking out 
|certain classes of men from whom-noth- 
jing would be accepted.

manaszement of the corporation.

Itions would apply, though in less meas- 
ure. It would be mpossible for all to 
agree in any result. It would be impos- 
sible to debar unqualifiedly any class of 
men, capable of exact definition, without 
‘the chance of serious injustice in 1in- 
dividua] cases. The discrimination then, 
‘if to be made at all, must be made when 
each individual case comes up. 

Who is sufficient for these things? 
What shall be the standard of decision? 
There are three possible standards: that 
of reason, that of feeling, tnat of law. 

Law forbids the acceptance and use of 
what does not belong to the giver, and 
is known not to belong to him. But 
money carries no mark of ownership. 
| Whoever is in possession of a bank bDiil 
is presumably its owner. It is only when 
funds, wrongfully obtained, can be par- 
ticularly traced and identified, that the 
former owner can reclaim them. To as- 
sume the task of such an identification, 
as to money offered in charity, would be, 
in almost every case ,@ hopeless task, 
even were it undertaken by a court of 
justice. 

But the managers of a charitable cor- 
poration have none of the powers of a 
court of justice. They cannot compel 
testimony. They cannot require the pro- 
duction of papers. They have no im- 
munity from false accusations.
